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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1, the applicant argues that the 
reference, Kung, does not disclose perference information perviously stored within the router, and that the station ID is retrieved from 
another type of information within the message router. The examiner disagrees, the examiner stated in the Office Action mailed March 
17, 2006, that the station ID and customer configuration information was stored on the message router, wherein the information is stored 
in the IP central station (Figure 1, element 200) where the central station in includes a call manager (Figure 2, element 218) this call 
manager is part of the central station and contains all the perference information and station ID (Column 7, lines 62 - 67 and Column 13, 
lines 15-24) as part of the router and the information is stored in a database within the router Regarding claim 14, the applicant argues 
that the reference, Archer, does not disclose setting the device ID to all devices. The examiner disagrees, while the reference archer only 
disclose grouping devices and forwarding calls to all of them at once, when combined with the reference Kung, which uses device IDs it 
would have been part of the system to include the group of devices within the device ID to let the system forward the call to that group of 
devices.. 
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
